Hampshire, qualified to vote on Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said LANDAFF on Tuesday, the 9th 
day of March 1998, polls to be open from 4:00 p.m. to 9:00 p.m. and at 7:30 o’clock in the 
evening, to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


ARTICLE 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town charges 
for the ensuing year and make appropriations for the same. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money in 
anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $798.00 for 
the North Country Home Health Agency. (By request) 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $472.00 for 
the White Mountain Mental Health Agency. (By request) 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $355.75 for 
the North Country Council. (By request) 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $225.00 for 
the support of the Community Action Program. (By request) 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1000.00 
for the Ross Ambulance Service. (By request) 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $200.00 for 
the Lisbon Library. (By request) 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00 
to support the Western Grafton County Youth diversion Program. (By request) 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 
to be added to the Highway Equipment Fund. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to pay the Town of Landaff Moderator $50.00 
per day and the ballot clerks $25.00 per day. (By petition) 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,041.00 
to develop a street numbering system to conform with the 9-1-1 program. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $4,845.00 
to digitize the existing town maps and prepare a map booklet to be used by emergency vehicles. 
$2,423.00 of said money to be transferred from the December 31, 1992, undesignated fund 
balance and the remainder to be raised by taxes in 1993. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to contact either the State 
Library or the State Historical Society to preserve and store the town charter. The town to 
retain ownership of the same. 


ARTICLE 16. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 to concrete 
the floor of the town garage and build a fuel bunker for the fuel tanks and to authorize the 
withdrawal of this amount from the Town Garage Capital Reserve Fund. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will wait to amend the Landaff Zoning Ordinances as 
follows: Amend Section 601 by adding the following permitted use: 
Manufactured housing as provided in Article 9. 


Amend Section 602 by deleting the following Special Exception: 
Manufactured housing as proposed in Article 9. 


Amend Article 9 as follows: 
Amend Article 9 by deleting Section 903. 


Amend Section 904 to read as follows: 

Section 904. In order to afford reasonable opportunities for the siting of 
manufactured housing, as required by RSA 674:32, manufactured housing is allowed 
on individual lots in all residential zones in the Town of Landaff provided they meet 
all of the requirements for single family dwellings. 

The number of manufactured housing units in Landaff shall not exceed 6% of the 
total dwelling units in the Town, as determined by the Zoning Officer. (Recommended 
by the Planhing Board to be voted on by ballot. Not to be discussed at the meeting.) 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Selectmen to dispose of liens or 
tax deeded property by public auction or advertised sealed bid, or as justice may require, 
pursuant to RSA 80:80. 


ARTICLE 19. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to: 
(A) Receive any and all gifts and grants from whatever source; and further 
(B) To authorize expenditure of the same (RSA 31:956) 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will accept the provisions of RSA 31:95-6 to provide that 
any town at an annual meeting may adopt an article authorizing indefinitely, until specific 
recision of such authority, the town to apply for, to accept and expend, without further action 
by the town money from a state, federal or other governmental unit or a private source which 
becomes available during the fiscal year. 


ARTICLE 21. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to write the Department 
of Transportation informing them that under no conditions or circumstances will the town 
accept the existing dry bridge on Route 302 if or when a Lisbon by-pass or upgrade is constructed. 


ARTICLE 22. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 
Given under our hand and seal, this fourth day of February, in the year of our Lord nineteen 
hundred and ninety-three.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


1992 was below average for wildfires reported in our state. Our largest fire was in May 
in Rumney where a suspicious origin fire burned approximately 150 acres with a total cost 
of approximately $30,000. The N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted many other 
communities in wildland fire suppression as well. 


Our fire lookout towers reported 289 fires, burning a total of 186 acres. Our major causes 
of fires were fires kindled without a permit, unknown causes and children. 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with fire prevention. New Hampshire 
State Law (RSA 224:27) requires that, “No person, firm or corporation shall kindle or cause 
to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be burned any material in the open, except when 
the ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest 
Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to be done.” Violation of this statute is a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of up to $1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are liable 
for all fire suppression costs. 


Local fire departments are responsible for suppressing fires. The small average fire size 
of .47 acre/fire is a tribute to early detection by the public or our fire tower system and 
the quick response of our trained local fire departments. Please help your Warden and fire 
department by requesting and obtaining a fire permit before kindling an open fire. 


The N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted 28 towns with a total of $20,000 in 50/ 
50 cost share grants for fire fighter safety items and wildland suppression equipment in 1992.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The funding previously offered through the Land Conservation Investment Program has 
been depleted. Hopefully, the state will budget additional funds for this program in the near 
future. In the meantime, the Conservation Commission will continue to refer any landowner 
who is interested in protecting their lands from future development (thus preserving the rural 
quality of Landaff) to the Northeast Forest Alliance (NEFA). 


NEFA operates on the same principal as the state’s LCIP, but is federally funded. NEFA 
seems at this time to be targeting large parcels such as the Nash Bog and Lake Umbagog, 
but would be open to any applicant. 


In addition to correspondence from state agencies, the Commission receives helpful 
information and timely bulletins from the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests. 
The Society is currently sponsoring a youth conservation camp and land planning seminar 
to which the Conservation Commission has submitted an application on behalf of one of our 
local students. 


We plan to have the annual Landaff Spring Cleanup Day on Sunday, May 2, 1993. Volunteers 
will meet at the Blue School at 9:00 AM. If you cannot be there at that time, it would be 
a great help to the volunteers if you would patrol the roadside near your own home previous 
to May 2nd so the cleanup would be easier. 


The Conservation Commission meets every third Wednesday of the month at 7:00 PM at 
the Town Hall and all meetings are open to the public.

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PLANNING BOARD 


Land subdivision activity in Landaff continued to be slow during 1992. The Planning Board 
was presented with-only one subdivision application. Other planning issues, however, occupied 
much of the Board’s time. 


An application for a building permit on a class VI road was reviewed at the request of 
the Selectmen. Comments were presented for their consideration. 


The State’s plan for rebuilding Route 302 is of considerable interest to the board as the 
bypass alternative will have a major impact on land use patterns in the northwestern corner 
of town. The Planning Board is on record, at this time, as favoring rebuilding on or near 
the present right of way. 


A procedure for handling reports of suspected pollution problems was worked out with the 
Selectmen. 


Annual inspections of two permitted gravel excavations were made. 


Considerable time was spent developing a proposed amendment to the Town’s Zoning 
Ordinance in an attempt to bring the town into compliance with state law regarding 
manufactured housing. Two hearings were held resulting in a proposed amendment to be 
voted on at the 1993 Town Meeting.

This is a first for Landaff since I can remember. Maybe with luck it will not be the 
last Chairman's report. 


The School Board is charged with a challenging responsibility, making sure our 
students are ready to meet the challenges of life when they step out on their own. 
Here we set the stage for the rest of their education, whether it is just high school or 
if it includes higher education. A student cannot succeed or excel without a good 
foundation, just as a building does not last long unless it has a good foundation. With 
the changes in the world and changing life styles, this is not always easy to do. 


The School Board believes that the basics are important. We also believe that there 
is more to education than the basics, but one cannot realize or appreciate this unless 
they can understand the basics of education. With this in mind we have, over the 
years, developed a program to emphasize the "3 R's", reading, writing, math. Then we 
blend in others; science, health, geography, art, music, to name a few. Yes, we even 
teach a foreign language at The Blue School, a program that is being copied by other 
schools in the area. 


We have much to be proud of as a school. The fact that our students continue on and 
do well in high school and college is one indication that they are getting a good basis 
for their education. The programs that the school puts on for the town, besides being 
entertaining, are used as an educational tool by the teachers. Our students also do 
well in area poster and essay contests. 


These accomplishments could not be achieved without a dedicated staff. Paul and Pat 
and the support staff need to be commended on their dedication to our students. Not 
every school has people who think of the students as other than a job. Ours take it 
personally if a student doesn't do well. Thank you from us all for doing a good job. It 
is hard to do a good job with the many distractions a student faces today. 


The School Board does try to keep costs in line, believe it or not. State and federal 
mandates are ever-increasing; some are necessary to insure the job gets done. What 
they fail to realize is that every time they mandate an item, somebody has to pay at 
some level. A prime example is the latest water quality standards, which if imposed 
without any relief for small districts, could cost us $6,000. per year or more. It gets 
even harder to keep a good educational process with these added expenses and keep 
the budgets somewhere in line. 


Education is not only the school's responsibility. It has to be part of a child's everyday 
life. One has to realize the school has the child for only about six hours per day. The 
rest of the time the child is the responsibility of its parents. Their views on education 
and life greatly influence the attitude of the student. If the parent couldn't care less, 
it is extremely difficult to get a student to excel, though not impossible. Also, it is 
more costly particularly if the child is emotionally or educationally handicapped. 


I wish all parents would place the emphasis on education that many do on sports. I 
am not saying sports are not important. However, sports are not going to be the life 
style of most of the students. Too much is made of the few who do succeed. If more 
was made of the students who succeed with their heads, both salary wise and media 
wise, our jobs would be easier. But when someone gets millions per year for playing 
ball, no one can blame students for losing sight of what is really the most important 
to them, a good education. This emphasis will have to change in the home. The 
educational process cannot do it alone. 
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I am proud of our school and its staff. By working together, the parents and the 
school, we can achieve results that will only benefit the student. Education is not and 
cannot be one-sided. Neither can we do the job alone.

It is my pleasure to write my first annual report to the citizens of the Landaff School 
District. 


The SAU is a service oriented corporation which needs to adjust and change to meet 
the needs of its customers. This year we are involved in the process of meeting 
different needs and will be adjusting our structure in spécial education services for 
next year. We hope to resolve common problems with shared resources for less tax 
dollars in the long term. Special Education is an increasing challenge for all towns. 
The role of the SAU will be to identify common needs in special education and provide 
services at a shared cost which will be less than an individual town would have 
expended.

to serve, as he did as Interim/Acting Superintendent of Schools on several occasions. 
Bruce will be retiring on June 30, 1993 and he will be missed by all of the SAU staff.

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LANDAFF BLUE SCHOOL 
HEAD TEACHERS REPORT 


During the 1992 school year, a Chapter 2 State Grant was written and approved for 
the purchase of $2200 worth of library materials and computer software in science and 
geography. This grant money greatly increased our volumes of library books in the 
disciplines of history, geography, science, multi-cultural literature and Newbery 
Award winners. Also purchased was a primary level encyclopedia set. A fine example 
of your state tax money at work! 


In the spring the students were treated to a half day workshop of stories, folktales 
and lore from Scotland and Ireland. The storyteller was a member of the Royal 
Canadian Storytellers Guild. In November the students of grades 4, 5 and 6 
participated in a programme developed by the New Hampshire Historical Society on 
19th century one room schools. Part of the programme was recorded and aired over 
a local radio station. The Historical Society was quite excited over our class 
photographs from the 1880's through the 1910's, so much so that they now have them 
as part of their collection which will be displayed in Concord. 


The 1992 school year ended with a memorable field trip to the ocean; a first for many 
students. Perfect weather and perfect seas made our whale watch off the coast of New 
Hampshire and Maine an outstanding success. Friends, parents and townspeople 
joined us on this field trip with over 50 people in attendance. It was a super ending 
to our studies of marine mammals. Later in the week we were treated to a cookout 
prepared by Landaff parents. Our Annual Foliage Hike this past autumn started with 
a trip to the Sugar Hill Museum and then a five mile hike on the Bridal Veil Falls 
trail in Franconia. Other outings included our invitation to Lisbon Regional School to 
join them in their Thanksgiving dinner and an invitation from Bethlehem Elementary 
School to watch a professional production of "A Christmas Carol". 


During the summer Carol Herzig, our school counselor, and I applied and were 
accepted to participate in the New Hampshire Teachers Academy on Ethics and 
Character (Boston University - Center for the Advancement of Ethics and Character). 
This intensive two week institute dealt with the classics to the contemporary in issues 
of ethics, morality, character, and citizenship (from Aristotle's "Nicomachean Ethics 
to Beauty and the Beast"). Part of the institute included drafting an action plan for 
the implementation of character and ethics education for Blue School which has been 
accepted and approved by the Landaff School Board. I was also able to spend a week 
at Smith College (Five College Center of East Asian Studies) participating in an 
institute sponsored by the US - Japan Foundation. This institute taught Japan 
geography, US - Japan relations, Japanese customs, psychology, business, family, 
education and the Japanese view of the world. Independent study and research was 
required of participating teachers to be presented in workshops on Japan during the 
academic year. 


Blue School students should be proud of their concern for the environment. With their 
efforts we have been able to switch from polystyrene lunch containers to recyclable 
aluminum containers. With an average of 21 hot lunches served per day we will be 
recycling nearly 3800 aluminum containers a school year! 


Once again students at Blue School were able to display their artistic and creative 
talents by winning numerous contests. In the spring of 1992 the third grade boys of 
Mrs. Patricia Spaulding’s class won first place in the Littleton Hospital's Poison 
Prevention Week Programme. Their audio message was broadcast on WMTK. First 
place was also taken by a third grade boy in the poster contest. All her third grade 
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girls received an Honourable Mention. In the fall, 3000 posters were submitted to the 
Village Bookstore Bookmark Competition of which two Blue School students were 
recognized (2nd place and an honourable mention). 


It must be stated that Blue School could not function as well as it does without the 
support of the Landaff School Board, the staff of SAU 35, the dedicated parents (and 
grandparents) of Landaff and especially our hard working "saviours" - the support 
staff and specials.
